Your ^Charter Board, elected by you on April 17th last, in accordance 


with Chapter 8940, Laws of Florida, Acts ot 1915, now presents for you 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City.

1* tne rettilt of our best thought and effort expended during almost seve 
week* ot the most painstaking research and- work.

Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always In mind tha 


our City 18 not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those wh 
must bear the cost of our municipal government are, for the most part, s 
•Itaated to lite that they must earn their living and the money with whic 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, profession 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are a 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the i: 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now, or have her 
tofore been in charge of our City government, but by reason of the fault 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our tax payers are not enjoyin 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation o 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which her progressive 
Izens have so earnestly striven.

Section 9. 
CREATION OF COMMISSION: 
There is hereby created 


a City Commission to consist ot three electors of the City elected a^Jarge^ 
who shall hold omce tor three years; provided that at the first elec- 
lon held under this Charter the candidate having the largest vote shall serve 
three years, the one having the nu\t highest number ot votes for two years, 
and the one having the third highest number of "voteb tor one year, and 
at each annual election thereafter, one Commissioner shall be voted for. 
Vacancies in the City Commission shall be filled by the City Commission for 
the remainder of the unexpired term, but any vacancies resulting from a. 
recall election shall be filled in the manner hereinafter provided for such 
cases. 


Section 10. 
POWERS: 
All powers o£ the City except such as are 


vested in the jurisdiction of a Municipal Court and except-41 otherwise 
provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, are hereby 
vested in the City Commission; and, except as otherwise provided by this 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Commission may, by 
ordinance or resolution prescribe the manner in which any power of the City 
shall be exercised. ' Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 
shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising his 
own judgment in selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member- 
thcreof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
of the City Manager, either publicly or privately. 
Any such dictation, 


orders, requests or other interference upon the part of a member of the City 
Commission with the administration of the City shall constitute a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof'before a court of competent jurisdiction, 
any member of tho City Commission so convicted shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding two hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not exceeding six months, 
or both, at the discretion of the court, and shall be removed from office.

CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION, PRO- 


HIBITED: 
No candidate for the office of City Commission shall make any- 


personal canvass among the voters to secure Ms nomination or election 
or the nomination or election of any other candidate In the same election. 
He may cause notice of his candidacy to be published In the newspapers and 
may procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination; but he shall 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote for him. 
He shall not expend or 


promise any money, office, employment or any other thing of value to secure- 
nomination or election, but he may answer such inquiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his position publicly upon matters of public interest, 
cither by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for 
newspaper publication or general circulation. 
A violation of these pro- 


visions, or any of them, shall disqualify him from holding the office If elected, 
and the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled to the office. 


Section 13. 
JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: The City Commission 


shall be the judge of the election and qualification of its own members sub- 
ject to review by the courts Any member of the City Commission who shall 
be convicted of crime while in omce shall thereby forfeit his office. 


Section 14. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PASSES AND SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


PROHIBITED: No City Commissioner or other officer or employe of the City- 
shall accept any frank, free" ticket, pass or service, directly or Indirectly, 
from any person, firm or corporation, upon terms more favorable than are 
granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition ot tree service 
mall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official 
badges, where same Is authorized by ordinance, and provided further that 
nothing in this section shall be so construed as to prohibit the use ot passes 
or tree service that has been or may be granted to any City Commissioner by 
reason of his employment other than as a City Commissioner. 


Section 16. 
FORFEITURE OP OFFICE: 
Any City Commissioner who 


shall cease to possess any of 'the qualifications required under the six pro- 
ceeding sections shall forthwith forfeit his office. 


Section 16. 
VACANCIES: Any vacancies In the City Commission shall 


be Oiled tor the remainder ot the unexpired term by vote of the remaining; 
members ot the-City Commission and within ten days after such vacancy, pro- 
vided such vacancy occurs within sixty days before the date ot the next an- 
nual election. In case, however, snch vacancy occurs more than slfty day* 
before the date of the next annual election, then auch vacancy shall be- 
fllled by special election to be called by the Mayor, or In case ot his Inability- 
or refusal to act, such election shall be called by the City Clerk; and pro- 
vided, further, that vacancies from a recall election shall be filled in the 
manner hereinafter prescribed.

Section 17. 
MAYOR: 
The City Commission shall, at the time of or- 


ganizing elect one of its members a* Mayor of the City. In case the member*, 
of the City Commission are unable to agree within five days after the time 
Ixed herein tor the organization meeting, upon the selection of the Mayor, 
hea such officer shall be chosen by lot, conducted by the City Clerk, who 
shall certify the result of such lot upon the journal of the City Commission. 


Section 18. 
FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF MAYOR: 
The Mayor 


shall preside at all meetings ot the City Commission and perform such other 
lutles consistent with his office as may be Imposed by it; and shall have a> 
voice and vote in the proceedings ot the City Commission, but no veto power, 
le may use the title of Mayor in any case In which legal instruments it 
writing or other necessity arising from the general laws of the State so ro- 
juires; but this shall not be considered as conferring upon him the admin- 
istrative or judicial functions of a Mayor under the general laws of the 
State. 
He shall be recognized as the official head of the City by the court* 


or the purpose of serving civil processes; by the Government In the exer- 
Ise ot military law, and for all ceremonial purposes. 
He may take com- 


mand ot the police and govern the City by proclamation, under the direction 


f the City Commission during times of grave public danger or emergency, 
nd tho City Commission shall be the fudge of what constitutes such public 
anger or emergency. The powers and duties ot the Mayor shall be such as. 
re conferred upon him by the City Commission in pursuance ot the provision* 
f this Charter, and no others. In the absence ot the Mayor the other mem* - 
tiers of the City Commission shall select one ot their number-to perform hi* 
utles. In case of their Inability to select one of their number, then snch 
election shall be made as provided for in the proceeding section.

Such 
hostile demonstrations as there were 
generally took place In strongholds of 
the I. W. W. and the Socialists and 
were promptly squelched. 


Keturns from some states were be- 


low the estimates of the census bu- 
reau, but in other states those esti- 
mates were exceeded. 
A large pro- 


portion of those registering claimed 
exemption, usually because of depend- 
ent relatives, nnd the war department 
officials, as n result. Intimated I hat the 
rules governing exemption would be 
tightened. 


The considerable number of claims 


for exemption really does not mean 
that so many young Americans desire 


. to avoid service. 
Such a conclusion 


woxild he most: unjust, for everywhere i 
there were evidences of unbounded pa- 
triotism nnd loyalty, and the indica- 
tions of exemption claims arose mainly 
from the necessary answers to ques- 
tions that were merely statistical. 


As soon as the machinery of regis- 


tration Is readjusted, l,nOO.OQO names 
will be drafted, the exemption boards 
will do tnelr work and 625,000 men 
will be called for immediate service. 


Perching Arrive* in England. 


The safe arrival of General Per- 


•hint and his staff at an English port 
was announced on Friday. 


The naval collier Jupiter, laden with 


train and other supplies for the Per- 
ching army and escorted by American 
warship*, arrived at a French port; 
a squadron of our warships arrived 
at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, presumably 
to relieve the British navy of the pa- 
trol of the South Atlantic; and more 
hospital units landed In England and 
proceeded to France. 
So much the 


government allowed to he known of 
the Movements of our armed forces. 
Military expediency demanded the sup- 
pression of much more Interesting 
news. 


' Preparations have hoen made for the 


reception 
of 
American troops 
In 


France, A number of. liases have been 
organized, camps for Infantry nnd ar- 
tillery have been laid out, and aviation 
parks established. 


From France emne the news of the 


exploit of the American steamship 
Sllvershell which encountered an ene- 
my submarine In the Mediterranean. 
The two vessels fought for an hour 
and n half, exchanging many shots, 
and then one shell flred by the navnl 
gunners on the Sllvershell found Its 
mark and the U-boat was sent to the 
bottom. 


British Offensive in Flanden. 


After a smashing bombardment last- 


Ing three days, the British began their 
expected offensive In Flanders early 
Thursday morning with an explosion 
that was heard by Premier Lloyd 
George at Walton Heath, 140 mile* 
•way. Nine mile) nf German positions 
'•lone the Ypres-Arroentleres front 


'were blown into the air by 20 charges 
of high explosives, totaling a million 
pounds. 
Instantly 
the 
Englishmen, 


Irishmen, Australians nnd New Zea- 
landers that make up the British army 
in Belgium sprang forward in succes- 
sive waves, and one of the fiercest 
battles of the war was on. 


Tile atlaek was directed at the Mes- 


sines ridge, between. Messines and 
Wytsehaete, where ever since October 
of 1914 the Germans had maintained 
themselves in a sharp salient that al- 
ways threatened Yprcs. only three 
miles to the north. The morning rush 
resulted In the capture of Messines 
nnd Wytsehaete and the enemy's de- 
fense systems on the nine-mile front, 
and later in the day another forward 
movement took the British into and 
through the village of Oosttavertie. 
The entire salient was straightened out 
and all the counter-attacks were re- 
pulsed. 
Any considerable further ad- 


vance in this sector will threaten the 
German hold on Lille, which Is about 
five miles from the nearest British po- 
sition. 
Large numbers of prisoners 


already have been taken. 


The Germans must have known that 


the attack of Messines ridge was in- 
•tended, for the preparatory bombard- 
ment was terrltic, and yet reports from 
prisoners indicated that they actually 
were taken by surprise. 


In preparation for the operations in 


Flanders the British fleet co-operated 
with the land forces, subjecting ()s- 
tend to severe bombardment. The 
British air forces also wen? in action, 
repeatedly raiding the Merman bases 
nt Zoohriiggo, Ostond and Bruges. In 
retaliation a squadron of German ilir- 
planes attacked the Hrltish naval buse 
in the Medway, close to London, on 
Tuesday, bur was driven oil' with the 
loss of eight machines. 


Several times during the week the 


Germans made vicious attacks in the 
Aisne and 'Champagne sectors 
and 


even gained possession of some French 
positions; hut the gallant poilus al- 
most immediately recovered tin? lost 
ground, indicting severe losses on the 
enemy. 


The Atistrians claimed to have ef- 


fectnnlly checked the Italian advance 
toward Trieste, and announced lliat 
the Ilalian losses in Ihe offensive were 
18,0.000 men. On Tuesday the Italians 
were forced back south of .liimiano. 


Dispatches from Koine revealed the 


fact that Italy had proclaimed the in- 
dependence of Albania. 


Once more the Hrltish admiralty Is- 


sued n very satisfactory report on 
the work of the submarines, showing 
hut 23 British vessels sunk In the 
week, five of which were fishing ves- 
sels. The American destroyers com- 
pleted their first month In the war 
end have proved themselves most valu- 
able aids to the British naval forces. 


Russia Is Warned. 


Conditions In Russia remain chaotic, 


though they may be straightened out 
somewhat by the work of the Root 
commission and the American railway 
engineers. The revolt of the garrison 
of Kronstadt, which declared the is- 
land fortress independent of the gov- 
ernment, caused considerable concern 
In Petrograd, but ns the action of the 
garrison was denounced by the Petro- 
grad council of workmen's and sol- 
diers' delegates It collapsed, and the 
garrison howed to the authority of 
the provisional government. 


Following President Wilson's exam- 


ple, France replied to Russia's state- 
ment of her pence plan by setting 
f,orth In a general way the demands of 
the French. 
These, embodied In a 


vote of the chamber of deputies, in- 
clude the liberation of the territories 
Invaded by Germany, the return to 
France of Alsace-Lorraine and just 
reparation for damage. 


Japan also took official cognizance 


last week of the Hussian crisis, in- 
forming the government at Pctrograd 
that 1C Russia withdraws from the war 
Japan, In consultation with Knglund 
and the United Stales, will consider 
what measures to adopt. The pro- 
visional government was warned that 
If Russia accepts n separate peace It 
will become another Austria under the 
domination of (.erinnny, will lose Po- 
land, Lithuania and Finland and will 
be stripped of many of her outlying 
imssesHlons. 
Furthermore, Japan In- 


formed Great Britain that while, In 
case of Russia's withdrawal from the 
entente, Japan wonld prefer to send 
her troops to France rather than to 
undertake .military chastisement of 


Russia, if the new situation seemed 
to threaten Japan the latter would 
take measures for self-protection. This 
means she would declare war on Rus- 
sia and take away Manchuria and pos- 
sibly, outer Mongolia. 


The best informed opinion is that 


the entente allies have little to hope 
from Kussin in the \vay of further ac- 
tive participation in the war. 
If she 


can be persuaded to reject a separate 
peace and to hold the Germans back 
from further invasion, that is about 
'tlie limit of reasonable expectation. 
The provisional government seems ut- 
terly lacking in cohesion and its power 
is negligible. 


Tlie strike of munition workers in 


Petrugrad was averted on Wednesday, 
but only by granting the demands of 
the men, including the six-hour day. 


General Brussiloft' was made com- 


mander in chief of the Russian armies, 
and General Gurko again resigned a* 
commander on the western front. 


Two Things Worry Germany. 


Two things are causing especial 


anxiety in Germany. One Is the per- 
sistent demand of the musses (n Aus- 
tria-Hungary for 
u peace on 
the 


Scheldemanu plan of no annexations 
and no Indemnities—a separate peace 
if Germany remains obdurate. 
The 


Gennun Socialists are aroused to un- 
ger by the prospect of this breaking 
up of the alliance of the central pow- 
ers, and lay all the blame on the pan* 
(Jermans. 


The other cause for German worry 


is ilie scarcity of food, which admit- 


| tedly is Increasing throughout the em- 


pire.

property of such debtor shall be exempt from forced sale, after due process 
of law. for such Indebtedness. 
The City Commission may, by ordinance, 


provide for licensing the keeping ot dogs, and tor the destruction 
of dogs, when the owner and keeper thereof shall not comply with the regu- 
lations prescribed by ordinance in effect thereto, and for the punishment of 
persons violating the City ordinances on this subject. 
Nothing in this sec- 


tion shall be so construed as to permit the sale of intoxicating liquors, either 
at wholesale or retail, or the manufacture ot the same in the City.

PERIOD COVERED FOR LICENSE: 
Licenses shall be 


issued for the periods and be transferable as provided by the general law for 
State licenses. 
The agent or agents of non-resident proprietors shall be

The fact that any person, firm or corporation reporting

person, firm or corporation to pay a license.

"City Plats" as a sufficient designation. 
The designation "Personal Prop- 


erty" shall be sufficient description cf all personal property tor the purpose 
of City taxation, and personal property assessed need not be otherwise speci- 
fied or described on the tax assessment roll. 


EQUALIZING BOARD.

HOW COMPOSED: 
The Equalization Board of the City 


shall be composed of the members of the City Commission and the City Man- 
ager and it shall meet on the second Monday ot September of each. year.

provements, and to provide for the payment of any part of the coat of any 
special Improvement by levying and collecting special assessments upon 
abutting, adjoining and contiguous or other specially benefltted property.

expressing in exact terms the amount of the contemplated bond issue and 
the purposes for which moneys so to be realized are to be used, which said 
ordinance proposing the issue of bonds shall subsequently be approved by a 
majority vote of the electors of the City, who are qualified to vote as shown 
by the registration and tax books of the City, who vote thereon, at an elec- 
tion hold for that purpose, at such time and in such manner as may be pre- 
scribed by law and the City ordinances. 
No person shall be deemed qual- 


ified to vote at such election \vho does not own and pay taxes on real and 
personal property located in the City. 
The question of the issuance of bonds. 


for any specified purpose may be submitted from time to time not oftener 
than once each year, with relation to each purpose specified.

PREREQUISITE TO 
PASSAGE OF 
BONDING 
OR- 


DINANCE: 
Unless for special reasons which shall be stated in the ordin- 


ance1 levying an assessment and providing for the issue of bonds to pay any 
part of the cost of any public improvement to be made pursuant to contract, 
no such ordinance, shall be passed, or assessment levied, or money borrowed, 
until bids for the labor anil material have been received and the approximate 
cost of the improvement accurately determined; provided, however, that

the passing of such resolutions, the City Manager shall cause written notice 
ot the passage thereof to be served upon the owner, or agent of owners, of 
each parcel of land abutting upon each sidewalk, who may be a resident of 
the City in the manner provided by law for the service of stnnmons In civil 
action.

RIGHT OF REGULATION: 
All grants shall be sub-

of the City Commission the public Interest so requires, such fixtures may be 
caused to be reconstructed, relocated, altered or discontinued; and said City 
shall at all times have the power to pass all regulatory ordinances affecting 
such utilities which, In the opinion of the City Commission are required in 
the Interests of the public health, safety or accommodation.

FORFEITURES: 
If any action shall be instituted or 


prosecuted directly or indirectly by the grantee of any such grant, or by its 
stockholders or creditors, to set aside or have declared void any of the terms 
of any such grant, the whole of such grant may be thereupon forfeited and 
annulled at the option of the City Commission, to be expressed by ordinance.

of such utility which are usually shown by a complete system of book- 
keeping.

shall file with the City Commission a report for the preceding fiscal year, 
showing the gross revenue, the net profits, expenses of repairs, betterments 
and additions, amount paid tor salaries, •mount paid for interest and dis- 
count, other expense! of operation, and such other Information, If any, as 
the City Commission from time to time may prescribe. 
If the City Com- 


mission shall prescribe the form for such reports, then such reports shall be 
mad* in the form trom time to time prescribed by the City Commission. 


It (hall be the duty of each such person or corporation to furnish the City 


Commission such supplementary or special information about Its affairs as 
the City Commission may demand; and the City Commission or its author- 
ized representative, shall at any and all reasonable times have access to 
all the books, records and papers of each and every such person or corpor- 
ation, with the privilege of taking copies of same or any pan thereof. 


The duties herein prescribed ma,y be specifically enforced by appropriate 


legal proceedings; and. In addition, each such person, or corporation, for failure 
to comply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to the City of 
New Smyrna, Florida, In the sum of twenty-ftve dollars per day for each day 
ot such failure, to be recovered In a civil action in the name ot the City. 


The provisions of this section do not apply to any utllty extending in its

(b) Such petitions shall be signed by electors of the munici- 
pality equal in number to fifteen per cent of the total number ot 
registered voters In the City.

AMENDMENTS AND REPEALS: 
No ordinance adopted 


by an electoral vote can be repealed or amended except 6y an electoral vote; 
but an ordinance to repeal or amend any such ordinance may, by resolution 
of the City Commission, be submitted to an electoral vote at any regular 
election, or at any special municipal election called for some other purpose, 
provided notice of the intention to do so be published by the City Commis- 
sion not more than sixty days nor less than thirty days prior to such election, 
in the manner required for the publication of ordinances. 
If an amendment 
is so proposed, such notice shall contain the proposed amendment in full. 
Such submission shall be In the same manner, and the vote shall have the 
same effect, as in cases of ordinances submitted to an electoral vote by pop- 
ular petition.

PETITION FOR REFERENDUM: 
No ordinance passed 


by the City Commission, unless it shall be an emergency measure or the an- 
nual appropriation ordinance, shall go into effect until thirty days after its 
final passage. 
If, at any time within said thirty days, a petition signed by 


twenty-five per cent of the total number of registered voters In the munici- 
pality be filed •with the City Auditor and Clerk, requesting that any such ordi- 
nance be repealed or amended as stated in the petition, such ordinance shall 
not become effective until the steps Indicated herein shall have been taken.. 
Such petition shall have stated therein Ihe names of at least five electors 
as a committee to represent trre petitioners. 
Referendum petitions need 


not contain the text of the ordinance or ordinances the repeal of which is 
sought; but shall contain the proposed amendment, if an amendment is de- 
manded, and shall be subject in all other respects to the requirements for 
petitions submitting proposed ordinances to the City Commission.

measure be not approved by a majority of those voting thereon, it shall be 
considered repealed as regards any further action thereunder; but such 
measure so repealed shall be deemed sufficient authority for payment in ac- 
cordance with the ordinance of any expenses incurred previous to the ref- 
erendum vote' thereon. 


Section 202. 
PRELIMINARY ACTION:

requiring that a measure passed by the City Commission providing for an ex- 
penditure of money, a bond issue or a public improvement be submitted to a 
vote of the electors, all steps preliminary to such actual expenditure, actual 
issuance of bonds, or actual execution of a contract for such improvement, 
may be taken prior to the election. 


THE RECALL.

RECALL PETITION: 
Any or all members of the City 


Commission may be removed from office by the electors by the following pro- 
cedure: 
A petition for the recall of the City Commissioner or City' Commis- 


sioners designated, signed by at least twenty per cent of the electors of the 
City, and containing a statement in not more than two hundred words of the 
grounds of the recall, shall be filed with the City Auditor and Clerk, who 
shall forthwith notify the City Commissioner or City Commissioners sought 
to be recalled, and he or they, within five days after such notice, may file 
with such City Auditor and Clerk a defensive statement in not exceeding 
two hundred words. 
The City Auditor and Clerk shall at once upon the 


expiration of said five days cause sufficient number of typewritten copies 
of such petition, without the signatures, to be made, and to each of them he 
shall attach a printed or typewritten copy of such defensive statement, if one 
is furnished him within the time stated. 
He shall cause copies of such 


petition to be placed on file in his office and provide facilities there for sign' 
in»the same, and he shall immedately cause notice to be published in some 
newspaper of general circulation in the City of the placing of such copies of 
such petition. 
Such copies ot such petition shall remain on file in the place 


designated for a period ot thirty days, during which any of them may be 
signed by any elector ot the City in person; but not by agent or attorney. 
Each signer of any such copy- shall sign his name In ink or Indelible pencil 
and shall place thereafter his residence by voting precinct and street num- 
ber, if his place of residence Is numbered. 


Section 204. 
NOTICE: 
At the expiration of said period of thirty 


days the City Auditor and Clerk shall assemble all of said copies In his office 
as one Instrument, and shall examine tbe same and ascertain and certify 
thereon whether the signatures thereto amount to at least thirty per cent 
of the registered voters of-the City. 
If such signatures do amount to such 


per cent he shall at once serve notice of that fact upon the City Commis- 
sioner or City Commissioners designated In the petition, and also deliver to 
the City Commission a copy of the original petition with his certificate as 
to the percentage of registered voters who sjgned the same, and a certificate 
as to the date of his last mentioned notice to the City Commissioner or City 
Commissioners designated in tbe petition.

Section 215. 
GENERAL LAWS TO APPLY: 
All general laws of the 
State applicable to municipal corporations, now or which may hereafter be 
enacted, and which are not In conflict with the provisions of this Charter 
or with the ordinances and resolutions hereafter enacted by the City Com- 
mission, shall be applicable to this City; provided, however, that nothing 
contained in this Charter shall be construed as limiting the power of the 
City Commission to enact any ordinance or resolution not in conflict with 
the Constitution of the State or with the express provisions of this Charter. 


Section 216. 
SAVING CLAUSE: 
It any section or part ot a section 


of -this Charter proves to be invalid or unconstitutional, the same shall not 
be held to invalidate or impair the validity, force or effect of any other 
section or part of a section unless It clearly appears that such other section 
or part of a section Is wholly or necessarily dependent tor its operation upon 
the section or part of a section so held to be unconstitutional or invalid. 


Section 217. 
WHEN THE CHARTER SHALL TAKE EFFECT AND 


FORM OF BALLOT TO BE USED AT CHARTER ELECTION:

Penning Arrive* in England. 


The safe arrival of General Per-

was announced on Friday.

warship*, arrived at a French port; 
• squadron of our warships arrived 
at Bio de Janeiro, Brazil, presumably 
to relieve the British navy of the pa- 
trol of the South Atlantic; and more 
hospital units landed In England nnd 
proceeded to France.

British Offensive in Flanders. 


After a smashing bombardment last- 


ing three days, the British began their 
expected offensive In Flanders early 
Thursday morning with an explosion 
that was heard by Premier Lloyd 


at Walton Heath, 140 miles 


•way. Nine miles of German position* 
'•lone the Vprea-Armentlere* 


Several times during the week the 


Germans made vicious attacks in the 
Aisne and 'Champagne sectors and 
even gained possession of some French 
positions; but the gallant pollus al- 
most immediately recovered tho 
ground, Inflicting severe losses on the 
enemy.

The Auslrians claimed to have ef- j 


fectually checked Ihe Italian advance 
toward Trieste, and announced that 
(he Italian losses in the offensive were 
180.000 men. On Tuesday the Italians 
were forced back south of Jiimiano. 


Dispatches from Home revealed the 


fact that Italy had proclaimed the In- 
dependence of Albania. 


Once more the British admiralty Is- 


sued a very satisfactory report on 
the work of the submarines, showing 
but 23 British vessels sunk In the 
week, five of which were fishing ves- 
sels. The American destroyers com- 
pleted their first month in the war 
and have proved themselves most valu- 
able aids to the British naval forces. 


Russia la Warned. 


Conditions In Russia remain chaotic, 


though they may be straightened out 
somewhat by the work of the Root 
commission and the American railway 
engineers. The revolt of the garrison 
of Kronstadt, which declared the Is- 
land fortress Independent of the gov- 
ernment, caused considerable concern 
In Petrograd, but as the action of the 
garrison was denounced by the Petro- 
grad council of workmen's and sol- 
diers' delegates It collapsed, and the 
garrison bowed to the authority of 
the provisional government.

commander on the western front.

imposed under this Charter, the City Auditor and Clerk Khali perform such 
- — duties as may be required of him by ordinance or resolution of tha

able to municipalities and not inconsistent with this Charter or with any 
ordinance or resolution passed by the City Commission. 


CITY DEPOSITORY. 


Section 69. 
DEPOSITORY: Within fifteen days after the beginning of 
«ach fiscal year, the City Commission shall designate some reputable Na- 
tional, State or Savings Bank, located in the County, as a Depository for all 
•funds of whatsoever nature belonging to the City. 
Such Depository shall 
oe selected by written competitive bids, after due notice, and the Bank sub- 
mitting the most advantageous bid shall be designated as City Depository 
tor one year, or until Its successor has been designated and qualified. 


The Bank designated as City Depository shall giv« surety bond or other 
security satisfactory to the City Commission, guaranteeing the safety of 
the City s funds and the faithful performance of its duties. 


It shall be the duty of the City Commission before designating a Depos- 
itory, to carefully consider the reputation, financial condition, facilities for 
service and rate of Interest offered by all banks bidding. 
All-bids received 
shall be kept on file by the City Clerk and Auditor, and shall be open to the 
Inspection of all parties interested. 


Officers of the Bank designated as City Depository shaH not be con- 
sidered City officers. 


Section 70. 
'NTEREST UPON INVESTMENTS OR DEPOSITS: 
All 
moneys due as interest upon Investments or deposits shall be collected by the 
City Auditor and Clerk, and planed to the credit of the general fund of the 
•City. 


Section 71. 
PAYMENTS, HOW MADE: 
The City Depositary shall 


pay out moneys only on the warrants of the City Auditor and Clerk, counter- 
signed by the City Manager, except bonds and interest bearing coupons, 
•which, when due, may be paid upon presentation, or In case the same are 
payable in some place other than the City of New Smyrna, then the money 
tor their redemption shall be sent to the place of payment. 


Section 72. 
ACCOUNTS OF CITY DEPOSITARY: 
The accounts of 


the City Depositary shall be examined at the end of each month by the City 
Auditor and Clerk, to whom the City Depositary shall turn over all war- 
rants, Interest coupons, bonds or other evidence of the indebtedness of the 
•City which may have been redeemed by it during the month, taking the re- 
ceipt of the City Auditor and Clerk therefor, and all such warrants, Interest 
coupons, bonds or other evidence of the Indebtedness of the City so turned 
over shall be cancelled by the Depositary and have written or stamped there- 
on the date of their payment or redemption. 


Section 73. 
MONTHLY REPORT: 
At the first meeting of the City 


Commission in each month the City Depositary shall submit a detailed re- 
port of receipts and disbursements, which report shall be rendered through 
the City Auditor and Clerk and bear certificate of the latter as to Its 
correctness. 


Section 74. 
WARRANTS, HOW PAID: 
All warrants shall be paid 
In the order in which they are presented, out of the moneys In the respec- 
tive funds on which they are drawn. 
The City Depositary shall note on 


the back of each warrant presented to It the date of presentation, in case 
there is not sufficient amount of money In the Depository to the credit of the 
fund upon which such warrant may have been drawn to pay all warrants 
drawn upon such fund 
and presented 
previous to the warrant in 


question, and It shall keep a record book to be known and designated as the 
•"Record of Unpaid Warrants," in which it shall enter the number, date, 
amount, payee, fund on which drawn and the date of presentation of all war- 
rants submitted to it for payment and for which there are no funds, and shall 
thereafter pay such warrants according to the date of their presentation. 


Section 75. 
ACCOUNT OF EACH FUND: 
The City Depositary shall 


keep a separate account of each fund or appropriation and of the debits and 
credits pertaining thereto. 
It shall prepare receipts in duplicate for all 
moneys paid Into the City Depository, delivering the original receipt to the 
person paying the same and retaining the duplicate to be turned over to the 
City Auditor and Clerk at the time of his monthly settlement with that 


two fiscal years last past. 
(c) Amount of supplies and materials on hand. 
(d) Increase of demands compered with the corresponding 
appropriation for the last fiscal year. 
(e) Such other Information as is required by the City Com- 
mission or as the City Manager may deem advisable to sub- 
mit. 
, 


The estimates so given and constituting the recommendation of the City 


Manager as to the amounts necessary to be appropriated for the ensuing 
fiscal year' shall be supported with Information giving the reasons therefor 
In such detail as may be necessary to afford the City Commission a compre- 
hensive understanding of the needs and requirements of the various divisions 
of the City government for the ensuing period. 


Sufficient copies of the annual report and estimate of the City Manager

If at the beginning 


of the term of office of the first City Commission elected under this Charter, 
the appropriations for the expenditures of the City government for the cur- 
rent fiscal year have been made, then the said City Commission shall have 
power by ordinance to revise, to repeal or change said appropriation and 
make additional appropriations for that year. 


Section 86. 
TRANSFER OF FUNDS: 
Upon request of the City Man- 


ager, the City Commission may transfer any part of any unencumbered bal- 
ance of an appropriation to a purpose or object for which the appropriation 
of the current year has proved insufficient, or may authorize a transfer to be 
made between Items appropriated to the same office or department. 


Section 87. 
LIMITATION ON APPROPRIATIONS: 
At the close of 


each fiscal year the unencumbered balance of-each appropriation shall revert 
to the general fund, and shall be subject to future appropriations. 
Any 


accruing revenues of the City, not appropriated and hereinbefore provided, 
and any balance at any time remaining after, the purpose of the appropriation 
shall have been satisfied or abandoned, may from time to time be approprited 
by the City Commission to such use as will not conflict with any uses for 
which specifically such revenues accrued. 
No money shall be drawn from 


the Depository of the City, nor shall any obligation for the expenditure of 
money be incurred, except pursuant to the appropriations made by the City 
Commission.

No warrant for the payment of 


any account or claim shall be issued by the City Auditor and Clerk until 
such account or claim shall have been approved by the head of the depart- 
ment for which the Indebtedness was incurred and by the City Manager, and 
such officers and their sureties shall be liable to the municipality for all loss 
and damage sustained by the municipality by reason of corrupt or improper 
approval of any such claim or account against the municipality.

The City of New Smyrna shall have power to 


levy taxes each year for the ordinary purposes of the municipality; provided 
that such levy shall be at a rate not to exceed eight-tenths of one per cent of 
the assessed valuation of the taxable property within its limits.

The collection of all personal tax assessments shall be enforceable at any 


time, after the first day of March of the fiscal year for which they aro 
assessed. 


Section >9. 
LICENSES: 
The City Commission is authorized to levy 


and impose license taxes, by ordinance, for the purpose of regulation mat 
revenue, upon all occupations and upon any and all privileges, and to create 
and fix the amounts to be paid; to provide for the collection of the same, and 
to provide penalties for failure or refusal to pay such license taxes.

such license taxes, so Imposed, shall constitute a legal Indebtedness tp tha 
City which may be recovered In any court of competent Jurisdiction, and no 
property of such debtor shall be exempt from forced sale, after due process 
of law, for such Indebtedness. 
The City Commission may, by ordinance, 


provide for licensing the keeping of dogs, and for the destruction 
of dogs, when the owner and keeper thereof shall not comply with the regu- 
lations prescribed by ordinance in effect thereto, and for the punishment of 
persons violating the City ordinances on this subject. 
Nothing in this sec- 


tion shall be so construed as to permit the sale of intoxicating liquors, either 
at wholesale or retail, or the manufacture of the same in the City. 


Section 100. 
PERIOD COVERED FOR LICENSE: 
Licenses shall be 


issued for the periods and be transferable as provided by the general law for 
State licenses. 
The agent or agents of non-resident proprietors shall be 


severally responsible for carrying on business in like manner as if they • 
were proprietors. 
The fact that any person, firm or corporation reporting 


himself or itself engaged in any business calling, profession or occupaton 
for the transaction of which a license is required or that such person ex- 
hibit a sign or advertisement indicating engagement in such business calling, 
professon or occupation, shall be conclusive evidence of tha liability of such 
person, firm or corporation to pay a license.

expenditures of funds for permanent Improvements shall be restricted to 
such purposes as are contemplated under the plans of the City Plan Board 
which may have been approved and adopted as herein provided for. __Memj;

Section 80. 
CITY PLAN FUND: 
Authority is hereby given for the 


creation of a fund to be known as the "City Plan Funds" and which may be 
raised by a tax levy to be made during the year 1918- as other taxes 
are levied, of not exceeding three mills on the dollar, but no further levy or 
payment into such fund shall be made by the City.

each parcel of land abutting upon each sidewalk, who may be a resident of 
the City in the manner provided by law for the service of summons in civil 
action. 
He shall return a copy of the notice with the time and manner of 


service endorsed thereon, signed by the person serving it, to the City Auditor 
and Clerk, who shall file and preserve such return. 
For the purpose of such 


service, if the owner of any such property be not a resident of the City any 
person charged with the collection of the rent or the payment of taxes on 
such property, or having control thereof in any way, shall be regarded as 
the agent of the owner and service npon such person shall have the like 
force and effect as though personal service were made upon the owner there- 
of. 
If it appears in any such return, however, that the owner is a non-resi- 


dent, or that neither «uch owner or agent could be found, one publication of 
a1 copy of the resolution in a newspappr ot general circulation iu-the City 
shall be deomod sufficient notice to such owner. 


Section 151. 
METHOD OF PROCEDURE:

Commission inch supplementary or special information about its affairs as
